The gentleman in question went immediately to the office 
of the plumbing and heating concern and sought out the 
proprietor. He wrote his check for $53.50 and handed it 
to him together with the letter he had just received. This 
done he proceeded to tell the plumber emphatically what he 
thought of such methods, and further advised him of the 
fact that never again as long as he lived would he turn any 
work over to this company. And the proprietor, seeing the 
futility of argument, had little to say. As a matter of truth, 
there was but little he could say under the circumstances, 
for remember this man had been a steady customer for 
vears, had always heretofore paid his bills promptly 

When the irate customer had taken his departure, how 
ever, the proprietor sent at once for the copies of the three 
printed letters and he proceeded to carefully digest their 
contents. His was not a large enough business to maintain 
a regular credit department so a young lady was in charge 
of this particular work. From her he learned that the let 
ters had been sent promiscuously to all customers at stated 
intervals who carried open accounts, and who tor some rea 
son or other had permitted their accounts to run beyond 
the alloted time limit. In fact, this was as the proprietor 
himself had instructed. 

“What I endeavored to do then,” he told me, “was to 
put myself in the place of the customer. How would I! 
feel if for some reason or other | had lett my account un

paid and should receive these three printed letters? I was 


forced to admit that I would probably not feel overly 


pleased about it, especially if it had always been my custom

it may sound. For that reason every letter should be given 





lhe customer knows quite well exactly what is meant but 
he lhkes the gentle way in which it ts said. 

(jne of the basic ideas in writing a collection letter that 
will not only get the money but also create a friendship, 1s 
to avoid the “blunt” request for payment of the account. 
The direct or “blunt” method would be to say—‘Please pay 
this account.” But there are other terms that can be used 
to express precisely this same meaning in a manner that 1s 
much less austere. Note how it is handled in the fourth 
paragraph of Letter No. 2. 

“That we deem it a service prompts us to direct your 
attention to the enclosed account, which we believe you will 
act upon in the spirit of reciprocity.” 

Naturally what they mean is that they want the customer 
to pay up but they don’t say it in quite so pointed a manner 
and the customer appreciates it. Another way of making the 
request mildly would be to say— 

“We enclose a statement of your account which 1s now a 
little over-due, confident that you will let us have your 1m 
mediate co-operation.” 


In Letters No. 4 and 5 Wynne is dealing with customers 
whose accounts now are sufficiently in arrears that the time 
is at hand to become more insistent. Still, these letters are 
so constructed as not to cause offense, and they continu

feet to set. While this method cuts down the area of the 
flue as originally provided, it is practically certain that this 
will be more than compensated by making the flue tight. 

In providing exit for chimney gases, the old adage, “Catch 
a hare before you cook it,” applies with equal force to the 
question of draft. Before the design and location of the 
flue is concluded, see to it that some positive means of 
entry of fresh air continuously to the boiler room is provided 
More often than one would think, domestic heating plants 
prove defective due to the fact that this simple provision is 
either neglected or ignored. 

Two or more boilers may be connected to a single chim 
ney flue which has sufficient area and height to bring about 
good combustion, but one boiler should never be connected 
to two flues by a Y branch or otherwise. One will be 
certain to short-circuit and kill the draft of the other. 

In ordinary residence work and other small and medium 
sized heating plants, the area of the flue should be 1/10 th:

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Steel and Iron. 

The trend of steel prices upward was sharply accentuated 
last week by influences originating in the coal mining situa- 
tion. Reports from the finishing mills in the Pittsburgh 
district are almost uniform to the effect that there 1s no difh- 
culty in operating in so far as coal is concerned, but that the 
difficulty is in obtaining steel. Even the leading interest has 
this to report more or less. The fact that important buvers 
of sheet bars and billets have been unable to obtain their 
needs is highly significant. More offerings of sheet bars and 
billets to the producers have been rejected because of capacity 
heing near a maximum and coke and pig iron too uncertain 
to assume more responsibility in supply. 

Merchant bars advanced $2 a ton to 1.60 cents, Pittsburgh. 
This base is expected to rule other finished lines this week 
\s a matter of fact, reinforcing bars are very strong and diffi- 
cult to place at 1.60 cents, the new bar quotation. Buying is 
mainly in small lots but there is much business 1n_ sight. 
Light rail tonnage has not improved in volume, but the steel 
market has forced the price upward to some extent. There 
does not appear to be any tonnage available under 1.50 cents 
at the end of the week, and producers hesitate to take on 
more without better assurance of steel. 

Plain wire has stood stationary, not being affected by the 
nail changes. This is probably due to the fact that plain wire 
never lost its basing price of 2.25 cents when nails fell below 
the 2.50 cents base. 

Railroads will open many bids the latter part of April for 
locomotives, cars and rails. The Chesapeake & Ohio closed 
bids Saturday for 1,500 box cars and 200 stock cars; the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas will close bids on April 25 for 
2,000 single-sheath automobile cars; the Chicago & North- 
western opens bids April 22 for 2,750 freight cars. The 
Louisville & Nashville has taken 1,000 hopper cars from the 
Chickasaw Shipbuilding Company and 1,000 all-steel gondola 
cars from the Cambria Steel Company. The Chicago & 
Northwestern contemplates negotiating for 50 locomotives. 
The New York, Chicago & St. Louis has ordered 10,000 tons 
of rails, divided as follows: 6,000 tons from the United States 
Steel Corporation, 1,000 tons from the Inland Steel Company 
and 3,000 tons from another company. 

The pig iron market has become as changeable as the tin 
market, with this difference—tin is apt to fluctuate either 
radically upward or downward from day to day. The iron 
market moves in only one direction and that is upward. The 
eastern Pennsylvania prices moved up another $1 Saturday 
to $22, eastern Pennsylvania furnace, for the grade of 1.75 
to 2.25 per cent silicon. The market is now about $3 higher 
than a month ago. The Bethlehem Steel Company is the 
only seller in this district which does not profess to be out 
of the market. In the Buffalo district practically all furnaces 
are out of the market and prices are nominally from $20 to 
$21, base furnace. 

The recent decision of the Government to keep hands off 
of the coal strike will cause the strike to “string on” in the 
opinion of the iron makers.
